EMPLOYMENT OF MEN IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY 
SERVICE ACT. 

The following Regulations, recently approved by 
,the Governor General in Council, impose strict 
obligations upon every em^yer TO ASSURE HIM¬ 
SELF THAT EACH OF HIS EMPLOYEES OF 
MILITARY AGE AND DESCRIPTION IS IN 
POSSESSION OF DOCUMENTS PROVING 
THAT HE IS NOT IN ANY WAY IN DEFAULT 
UNDER THE MILITARY SERVICE ACT. 

An employer who is diarged with having a 
defaulter in his employ must be able to prove 
THAT THE MILITARY ^RVICE PAPERS 
ISSUED BY THE REGISTRAl^ OR MILITARY 
AUTHORITIES TO THE EMPLOYEE IN QUES¬ 
TION WERE PRODUCED FOR HIS INSPEC 
TION at the time when the employee was taken into 
bis employment, and that it was reasonably estab¬ 
lished to his satisfaction that the man was not in 
default under the Military Service Act. It should be 
dearly understood that the Canadian Registration 
Certificates given on June 22. 1918. at the time of 
general registration, in no way define the stattu of a 
man under the Military Service Act.
